NEW YORK - A blind man 
caii read large letters and navi- 
gate around big objects by using 
a tiny cameVa'wired directly to , 
his brain, the first artificial eye 
to provide useful vision, a 
researcher reports. 

The 62-year-oId man doesn't 
see an image. He perceives up 
to 100 specks of light that 
appear and disappear, like stars 
that come and go behind poss* 
ins clouds, as his field of vision 
shifts. 

But as he showed a reporter 
last week, that's enough tu let 
him find a mannequin in a 
room, wolk to a block stocking 
cap hanging on a white wall, and 
then return to the mannequin to 
plop the cap on its head. He also 
can recognize a 2-inch-tall letter 
from five feet away, said 
researcher William Dobelle. 

“He can do remarkably well” 
with the limited visual signal, 
said Dobelle, who is developing 
the artificial. vision system. 

The man, who asked to be

U.S. soldier in Kosovo faces murder charge ARTEC 


VTITNA, Yugoslavia (AP) - An 
American soldier serving with 
(he international peacekeeping 
force in Ko.sovo was charged 
Sunday with sexually assaulting 
and killing an 11-ycar-old ethnic 
Albanian girl, the U.S. military

' Staff Sgt. Frank J. Ronghi is 
accused of murder and indecent 
acts with a child. Col. Ellis 
Colson (old reporters. It is the 
‘“first time-a-peacekeeper from-- 
any country has been accused of 
such .serious crimes since the 
50,000-strong NATO-led peace- 
keeping force entered the 
province on June 12. 

The incident threatens rela- 


tions between the Americans and 
Kosovo civilians whom the 
peacekeepers were sent to pro- 
tect. The peacekeepers were sent 
in after the 78-day NATO bomb- 
ing campaign forced Yugoslav 
President Slobodan Milosevic to 
halt his bloody crackdown 
against Kosovo’s ethnic AJbanitm 
majority.

Shyness may not be ‘all in your head

Marissa Turner thought she was 


PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) - 
Marissa Turner thought she was 
"weird” because she spent most 
of her time alone as a child, even 
avoiding a stop to play with her 
cousins on her way home from 
school. 

She was terrified of raising her 
hand to answer questions in class 
because she feared she would 
embarrass herself or her class- 
mates would make fun of her. ' 
She would sweat and tremble, 
and her throat would tighten if a 
. teacher called on her. 

. “I knew I was afraid of a lot of 
people,” said Turner, now 26. "I 
didn’t have a lot of friends. I 
diouglu I was different.” 

Turner is among the roughly 10 
. million Americans who are so shy 
they arc considered to suffer 
. from "social anxiety disorder,’’ 

‘ ranked the third most wide- 
^.spread mental health problem in 
the nation, just after depression 
and drug or alcohol abuse. 

Their shyness is taken to such 
an extreme it affects everyday 

- living - talking to coworkers, 

' friends or family or even order- 

■ ing a snack at the comer coffee 
stand. It often goes untreated for 

' years, even decades, because the

'. help. Some stay at home, even

“It’s an awful experience for 
_ the people who suffer a twyere ,

• In Turner’s case, the problem

area to find a job.

very hard to focus mentally on 
anything." 

Estimates vary, but doctors say 
3 percent .to 5 percent of 
Americans are so shy they need 
clinical treatment. 

Although it is widespread, 
social anxiety disorder is consid- 
ered mild compared to less com- 
mon but more profound mental 
diseases, such as schizophrenia. 
Still, it can ruin lives and disrupt 


families, businesses and schools. 

"I see kids In my practice who 
can’t' function in class, who can’t 
participate in class. ‘They don’t 
have friends, they eat alone, they 
spend lime In libraries alone,” 
said Dr. Robert Rcichler of the 
Pacific Institute of Mental Health 
in Seattle. 

He tells of a woman who “did 
date in high school but she was.so 
uncomfortable she could never 


talk to her date, and never got 
asked out again by the same 
guy." 

Many who suffer from the dis- 
order “say they have trouble get- 
ting a job, they have trouble han- 
dling job interviews, their hearts 
pound, they sweat, they can’t 
talk,” he said. 

"It’s“really~ a'iha’joi^ major" 
impairment, not just shyness,” 
Rcichler said. 

The basis of sodal anxiety dis- 
order is biological. Resnick said. 
Ancient humans evolved a cer- 
tain level of anxiety to cope with 
danger and survive against wild ~ 
animals when hunters barely had 
the advantage of rocks and sharp 
.sticks. 

“But some people have more of 
this (anxiety) than others,” he 
said, “and it gets to the point that 
it’s not helpful. It goes haywire, 
and instead of a protective modi- 
anism. It’s actually harmful." 

In a study presented to the 
American Psychiatric Association 
- last year, Dr..Mark OJfson of 
-Columbia University said the 
average delay from onset of the 
disorder to first professional con- 
tact was nearly 13 years. 

Further, the_average.sufferer_ 

waited nearly eight years to con- 
fide in a friend or family member 
about the problem, Olfson said. 

-Some new drugs have been 
effective In treating the diwrder, 
including Paxil, which recently 
won approval by the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration. But 
often the best remedy is to train 
patients to confront their fears 
about social situations and force 
themselves to* overcome it, doc- 
tors say.

“There are not going to be the- 
ories about who killed Martin 
Luther King presented. What we 
will present is pieces of evidence 
that will help people evaluate thc 
various theories,” said Claybome 
Canon, a Stanford University his- 
tory professor working on the 
project. 

King was shot on thc motel’s 
second-floor balcony on April 4, 


1966. He was in Memphis to help 
lead a garbage workers strike. 

Monday is thc national holiday 
in his honor. 

In addition to thc display of 
evidence, visitors will get to sec 
thc view of the murder scene 
from the flop house from which 
Ray admitted firing thc fatal 
shot. Thc flop house, acro.ss a 
small side street, also is to 
become part of thc museum. 

Thc state plans to give thc 
museum the physical evidence 
and investigative reports that it 
would have used against Ray had 
he gone to trial. He died in prison 
in 1998. 

The material is expected to go 
on display by next year, after thc 
Justice Department finishes a 
new, limited investigation into 
thc murder.' Information on that 
investigation also will be pan of 
thc museum exhibit. 

State prosecutors and a con- 
gressional committee have con- 
duded Ray was the killer, though 
he may have had help from a 
small group of conspirators. His 
confession was upheld eight 
times by state and federal courts.

Exercise can ease pain, improve outlook

CHARLOTTE. N.C. - Three 
years ago, Justine Hall could 
ba^y walk. 

Arthritis riddled her body. It 
was so bad that her doctor was 
recommending shoulder surgery. 

She took pills for pain and to 
control hl^ blood pressure. 

But today, she has cut back on 
the medicine, ami she never had 
the aagery. The difference? 

Excfdsc and an improved diet. 

'Tm just thrilled with myself,” 
said Hall, a €2-ycar-oId mother of 
10 who also helped raise her 15 
grandchildren. 


Hall started exerdsingTegular- 
ly three years ago as part of a 
free Mecklenburg County Health 
Department exercise and nutri- 
tion program for low-income 
women with high blood pressure. 

From health educator B.J. 
Ratcliffe, she learned how to pre- 
pare meals without salt and 
grease. An aerobics instructor 
taught her the value of cxerdse. 
Although Flail didn’t much care 
for jumpii^ up and down, she fell 
in love with the more graceful 
movements of water aerobics.

“A handshake is probably a lot 
worse',” says' microbiologist 
jaber A.slanzadch, associate pro- 
fessor of laboratory medicine at 
the University of Connecticut 
Health Center in Farmington. 

Dr. Charles Gcrba, a microbi- 
ologist at the University of 
Arizona in Tucson, has actually 
surveyed public restrooms and 
private bathrooms in Arizona, 
swabbing and testing for bactc- . 
ria and viruses. 

He says there arc certain dis- 
eases that are linked to poor 
bathroom sanitation, including 
Norwalk virus, hepatitis A and 
shigellosis. 


But the most germ-laden areas 
in a public bathroom, Gerba 
says, arc the sinks, where mois- 
ture encourages germ colonics. 
"The floor irnopicniceither." And— 
the bottom of the seat can be a 
bit nasty. 

But the top - the surface -we . 
tend to avoid or cover - is usual- 
ly fairly germ-free. “It’s a small 
risk compared to other sur- 
faces,” Gerba says. 

In homes, he says, the average 
kitchen cutting board has 200 
times more fecal bacteria (most- 
ly from raw meat) than a toilet 
seat. 

“If you have a choice between 
Ticking a t^et seat or a cutting 
board,” he says, “choose the toi- 
let seal.” 

Public toilets, he concedes, are 
worse.- Gerba has actually rated 
public bathrooms. Airport and 
bus station restrooms arc the 
least sanitary - surprise, sur- 
prise. Hospital facilities arc the 
cleanest: 

Women’s rooms are. twice as 
bad as men’s 'rooms in icrm.s of 
bacteria. He believes it's, 
because women often bring chil- 
dren into their restrooms. 

Middle stalls tend to be worse ' 
than those on die end.

Sugar may be alternative to wax, but don’t believe all the rumors

ads of products that glaim to use 
a form of hair removal called 
“sugaring” that is supposed to be 
superior to waxing.

T his week, the media horde will 
descend on Iowa, where Utc - 
first presidential caucuses 
take place in a few days. So it 
seems a good time for this 
horde-member to examine the state of 
the contest and to higlilight a factor sure 
to influence what you’ll ^ hearing and 
reading from the front lines. 

We political journalists, whatever 
our other professional sins, have one 
overwhelming bias. We love a good 
race. For most of us, the desire to wit- 
ness and chronicle a dramatic contest 
far outweighs our own political senti- 
ments. 

We want nomination fights that aren’t 
over before they begin. We want tension 
and surpri.se. To that end, we miglu give 
.strong challengers the benefit of the 
doubt. We want a meaty, compelling 
.saga that makes the public care about 
the election (and our coverage of it). 

This year, it’s going to be tougli to gen- 
erate such interest, what with no sense of 
crisis in the air, no superstar on the field, 
and a new poll, the Vanishing Voter 
Project, providing a weekly reminder of 
how few people arc paying attention. 

“So far, anytvay, there is no evidence 
of public interest or excitement about 
the 2000 campaign, especially among 

young Ame ricans ,” said Mamn ^alb, 

project cc^irector. When citizens are , 
asked to describe the campaign, he 
reported, "boringand uninformative are 
.still the adjectives of clioice.” 

Journalism’s bias in favor of a race will 
' be on display soon in the .so-called expec- 
tations game. The game, played by 
reporters and .strategists alike, is tilted 
by its very nature against front-runners,

■in this case George W. Bush and A1 Gore. 

Here’s how it works. Bill Bradley, as 
the Democratic challenger, may be able 
to succeecLin Iowa even if he loses there. 
For that to happen, his vote must exceed 
expectations and come within 10 or 15 
points of Gore’s. 

For Republican Bush, with John 
McCain not even competing in Iowa, 
merely svinning will not be enough; 
expectations demand that he rout his 
opponents. 

Our rooting interest in having a 
dynamic race is apparent In the way 
numerous commentators have dcclarod 
Bush-McCain and Gore-Bradley to be 
more competitive than races past. 

Wisliful thinking? As competitive as 
these contests are said to be, either or 
both could be effectively over in a few 
weeks. 

Both McCain and Bradley are attrac- 
tive candidates. They have impressive 
credentials, have run savvy campaigns 
and, as top challengers, have attracted 
largely favorable press. But history tells 
us that whoever is ahead in the polls 
wlien the voting starts generally gets the 
no d in th e end. _ 

The last upstart’to win a major-party 
nomination was Democrat Jimmy Carter 
in 1976, and that nice didn’t have a front- 
runner worthy of the title. The last pre- 
sumptive nominee to come up short was 
Edmund Muskic in 1972. On the 
Republican side, in the era of primaries, 
there never has been a real upset. 

Challengers liave managed to extend 


the battle all die way to the convendon 
or close to it. Ronald Reagan did so , 
against Gerald Ford in the 1976 GOP 
contest, as did Democrats Edward 
Kennedy against Charter in 1980 and 
Gary Hart versus Walter Mondalc in 
1984. 

They didn’t win.the prize. But they did. 
bloody the ultimate nominees enough tq . 
contribute to their defeats in the fall. . ’! 

This year, the odds favor the front-run- 
ners as well. 

Bush is ahead in the polls virtually 
everywhere other than New Hampshire. 
Unless McCain defeats him in the prima- 
ry there on Feb. 1, he’s off to the races. ' 
Regardless of what happens in New

interest.” 

Judging by their questions at 
ord argument, the justices are 
unlikely to oblige. They seemed 
espedally offended by the 
breadth of the statute, which said 
that “any person” could seek visi- 
tation with a child at any timp. 

They may do little more than 
affirm the state court on this one 
aspect of its dedsion, writing a 
narrow ruling that would have 
scant impact on states with more 
tightly drafted visitation laws. 

This would be a pity. In a per- 
fect world, the justices would 
seize this ^ance to make dear 
that partisans ore debating more 
than one issue here and exploit- 
ing the useful confusion that 
results. It is quite le^timate for a 
state to empower grandparents 
in cases of parentm ncgUgence or 
abuse or absence. Several states 
already recognize distinct rights, 

. in both ctistody and visitation, 
for grandparents (and others) 
who have served as de facto pa^ 
ents. 

But the subtler coses, in which 
good-enough parents fall out with 
grandparents, con find no help in 
the law. Something has gone seri- 
ously awry when a parent rejects 
the open-handed offering of a 
grandparent's love. How many 
people, after all, have the 
patience to help your.3-yeaiM3ld 
bake a cake from scratch? But 
the state has no magic tweezers 

that can pry the appropriate 

parental, caution apart from the 
jealous act of family spite. Love 
and loss and pettiness and narcis- 
sism are wounds for which there 
is no legal cure - or only cures 
that tamper with the essence of 
good parenthood, which is to feel 
an investment in a child’s well- 
being that no one else on the 
planet can match.

i&t into perspective, if you look 


I n Decatur, 111., a federal 
court has rejected the suit 
of the Rev. Jesse Jackson 
and Operation PUSH on 
behalf of six black stu- 
dents expelled for a football- 
game brawl. The case has intensi- 
fied national discussion concern- 
ing zero tolerance school disci- 
pline. 

The pervasive fear created by a 
string of tragic school shootings 
has left both ^ools and sodccy ' 
more receptive than ever to 
tough talk. Zero tolerance has 
gained wide popularly for its 
promise of a no-nonsense solution 
to a difficult problem. But how 
■well does zero tolerance 
really work? 

The term was first adopt- 
. .ed.by.the Reagan adminis- 
tration, taken from a San 
Diego program that 
impound^ any seagoing 
ve^ for even trace 
amounts of drugs. Treating 
drug-runners and water 
skiers equally severely, the 

policy’s intent was to send a 

dear message to dealers 
and users alike. Controversial 
from the first, the boat impound- 
ment policy was quietly phased 
out after a Woods Hole 
_OcftanographicInstitute.research— 
vessel was seized for traces of mar- 
ijuana found in a crewman’s cabin. 

But the term quickly caught on 
among educators concerned about 
a near epidemic of youth violence. 
Beginning in 1988, school boards 
across the country adopted zero 
tolerance polides for everything 
firom gong dodiing to drugs to 
boom boxes. In President 
Clinton signed the Gun-Free 
Schools Act, mandating a one-year 
expulsion for weapons in school. 

As with zero tolerance drug 
policy, however, get-tough disd- 
plinoiy measures Icd'to contro- 
versy. Some districts reported 
increases in weapons confiscated. 
Yet strict zero tolerance has also 
resulted in numerous cases of 
suspension or expulsion for 
everything from noil files to 
paper clips, Midol to cough drops. 
Protests seem to flare most often 
in districts that insist on stiff, 
unyielding penalties without 
opportunity for review. 
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As Decanir higl^ghted, radal 
issues play a part in the zero tol- 
erance debate. African American 
students are sttspended two to 
th^ times as frequently as . 
white students, and represent an 
even greater share of expulsions. 
Research shows that although 
black students do not misbdave . 
significantly more than other stu- 
dents, they are frequently pun- 
ished more severely for less seri- 
ous offenses. 

One of the lessons learned 


measures and zero tolerance con- 
tributes to a cyde of fear and rio- 
lence, creating a climate more 
condudve to violence. 

There can be no doubt that 
schools need effective ^ponses 
to disruption and indvUity- 
harassment, verbal abuse, threats 
- before minor inddents escalate 
into serious violence. Yet the 
'Draconian re^nses of zero tol- 
erance yield a seemingly endless 
spiral of punishment. If a child 
mth a coy cap gun is expelled for 
a year, then we ore almost forced 
to respond to truly dangerous 
events and real weapons with 
cwoyear, three-year, perhaps per- . 
moneni expulsions. 

As an alternative, many 
schools ore beginning to

from Columbine is that school 
alienation con be deadly. Yet the 
primary purpose of suspension 
and expulsion is to disconnect

ping out of school. It is not sur- 
prising that many police deport- 
ments have become disillusioned 
with zero tolerance school disd- 
pline. As school suspensions and 
expulsions multiply, so docs 
crime in the community. 

The zero tolerance mentality 
has brought a sharp increase in 
school security technology: metal 
detectois and video surveillance. - 
After 10 years, however, there is 
virtually no evidence that securi- 
ty technology or personnel have 
increased school safety. Of the 
handful of published evaluations 
of school sectirity measures, none 
is of suffident quality to show ' 
that security measures substan- 
tially affect school safety. In fact, 
some researchers argue that 
over-reliance on school sectuity 


punishment fits the crime, 
and to develop preventive 
plans for school safety.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Stooped 
in his cfH, ravaged by dysentery 
and whisper-dose to omfessing to 
his Hanoi captors, John McCain 
heard Dooley Wilson sieging **As 
Time Goes By** and Humphrey 
Bogart telling Ingrid Bergman, 

. “Well always have Paris.*’ 

The young Navy lieutenant 
jcommander jnetty much gave up 
during all of the tortu^ soUtary 
confinement and other jiunish- 
ments he endured for displaying 
v^t his captors called a “tod atti*' 
tude.** 

*Tried to hang himself twice,” ' 

—his m^cal recorm'note; ■ t 

But his memory of books and - 
movies ultimately gave him what 
anempted suidde.did not » a, way 
out of his harrowing cireum- ' 
stances - and a route that kept 
olive his chances of seeing his wife 
end three children again after the 
Vietnam War. 

He delved often into his silent 
' reveries, visiting worlds painted 
■ by history books and movies,- ^ 
imagining other battles, mighty 
muriors and forbidden loves far > 
^m his c^ and the pain he suf- 
fer^ there. 

“I had to carefully guard against 
my fantasies becoming so consum- 
ing that they took me permanent- ' 
ly to a place in my mind from 
which 1 might fail to return,” 
McCain wrote in his memoir, 
“Faith of My Fathers.” McCain 
was imprisoned after being shot 
down dtiHng a bombing mission 
over Hanoi on Oct.' 26, 1967, He 
was31. 

If he .wasn’t replaying 
“Casablanca" in his mind, then it 
was books such as “The Decline 
and Fall of the Roman Empire” or 
the Civil War history, “Lee’s 
Lieutenants.” 

“The important thing in those 
conditions is to keep the mind 
stimulated,” McCain, 63, says 
■ now. “That’s what I was doing.” 
Beyond the dingy walls, McCain 
•also picked up the sounds of real 
life - footsteps of the guards com- 
Ing’to interrogate him or bring 
K fr It rice, sometimes

McCain says his more th^five 
years as a prisoner of wor-taught 
him confidence, humility and the 
ambition to pursue larger dreams, 
namely his 18 years in Congre^ - 
he now represents Arizona in the 
Senate - and his Republican run 
fqr president. 

“I gained a seriousness of pur-' 
pose that observers of my early 
life had found difficult to detca.” 

The suicide attempts were his 
darkest moments, when his cap- 
tors cried to beat a confession out 
of him and succeeded in breaking 
his arm again, his tcethj and final- 
ly his will. Once, McCain threaded 
his sliin through die window shut- 
ter of a torture cell and around his 
neck, but was caugln and beaten. 

He tried again, with the same 
result. Finally, he said he was 
ready to talk. . 

“1 couldn't control my despair. I 
shook, as if my disgrace were a 
, fever,” McCain writes. “All my • 



pride was lost, and I doubted I 
would ever stand up to any man 
again. Nothing could save me.” * ' 

He was thrown in soUtiuy three 
times - for two straight years 
beginning in March 1968, later for 
nine months, and finally for three 
months. - 

The solitary cell was 5 feet by 6 
feet. “A dim and spooky place,” 
recalled retired Vice Adm. James 
Stockdalc. who occupied one of 
those cells before McCain moved 
,ln and went on to a brief 
encounter with polidcs as Reform 
Party ifoundcr .Ross Perot’s run- 
• ning mate in the 1996 prudential

election; now he’s on enthusiasde 
campaigner for McCain in 
California. “Maybe a little tight 
crept in under the eaves,” 
Stockdale added. 

Replaying books and movies to 
pass .the dme was part of the cul- 
ture of the American POWs 
imprisoned in the “Hanoi Hilton.” 

Designated as the recreation 
officer when he was in a big cell 
with 30 others, McCain would 
organize plays and skits or simply 
talk about the plots of films. 

“I used to tell movies,” he said 
in an interview. “I told many, 
many movies. You have, literally, 
a capdve audience.” 

The prisoners acted out an 
irreverent version of “A 
Christmas Carol.” They were 
going to do “Stalog 17,” the 
prison-camp film th'at later 
_inspired^HogonIs.Her.oes.^on„ 
television, btit he said .the 
' Vietnamese came in and removed 
*the'm'^ slated to be the lead 
actors.' 

Freedom came In March 1973 
with the Paris Peace Accords, and 
McCain went home a hero fo.r 
refusing-on offer to be released 
ahead of his fellow prisoners. - 

An issue lingering from his 
youth sdll needed to be dealt with 
- the towering presence of his 
father, Adm. John Sidney McCain. 

“He has b^n preoccupied with 
escaping being in the shadow of 
his father and establishing his own 
image and idendty in the eyes of 
others,” fays his post-release psy- 
chological records. “He feels his 
experiences and performance as 
POW (have) finally permitted this 
to happen.” 

Indeed, at a public dinner in his 
honor, McCain heard the admiral 
introduced as “Commander 
McCain’s father.” The young man , 
smiled and winked at his dad. “He 
had arrived,” say his records. - 
' These days McCain is' rarely 
asked by voters other than veter- 
. ons about'ihe most trying dme in 
his life. 

Polidcs, unlike prison, docs not 
offer a capdve au^ence. 

“When you’re riinning for pub- 
lic office, pcople.will respect you 
for what you’ve done,” McCain 
said recently as his bus rolled 
through New Hampshire.

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EPA places some restrictions on biotech com plantings i 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government is putting new planti- 
ng restrictions on genetically 
engineered corn to prevent 
insects from developing resis- 
tance to the toxin in the biotech 
crop. About 30 percent of the 
com grown last year was Bt com, 
named for the bacteria it con- 


tains to kill the European corn 
borer. 

The new restrictions, which the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency worked out with the 
industry, will require farmers to 
plant at least 20 percent, conven- 
tional com in most regions, and 
50 percent in areas where cotton 


is gmwn. Seed companies will be 
required to expand field monitor-, 
ing for signs of where insect rCsis* 
tonce may be occurring. . 

The companies also are to 
“communicate voluntary mea- 
sures” to protect Monarch bultc^ 
' flics from the corn. The EPA 
posted a brief notice about the 


new restrictions Friday oriitti

The Energy Department says treatment 
is necessary to ship the waste to a disposal 
facility in New Mexico. And in the case of 
PCBs, the only treatment is incineration. 

The treatment plant would incinerate 
about onc-fourth of the 85,000 cubic 
meters of waste. About 65,000 cubit 
_metere of waste - 2.3 million cubic fe et or 
8,400 dump truck loads - is now stored 
above the ^ound at INEEL. 

An earlier permit for an air pollutant 
source was granted by the state.

in Washington kills two,

BURLEY - Tliere will be a gen- 
uine attempt over the next cou- 
ple of months to preserve the 
quality of life in Burley’s west 
impact area without hindering 
the city’s desire to expand in that 
direction. 

The area between 100 and 200 
West and between 200 South and 
the Snake River was folded into 
Burley’s west impact zone in 
September 1998 with the intent 
of grooming the area for eventual 
annexation. The area had initially 
been made residential and now 
-thc.city-Planning-and-Zoning 
Committee is charged with zon- 
ing die area into residential, com- 
mercial and industrial parcels. 

City planners visited the area 
to help them determine what 
development would be most suit- 
able in the future, said Planning 
and Zoning Committee Chairman 
Ormond Burch. 

Zoning can provide protection 
to people by keeping industry, 
commerce and residences fairly 
well-ordered, but in turn, people 
“can’t stand in the way of 
progress,” said Gary Turner, who 
also lives in an impact area south 
of Burley. 

Althougli recognizing the-need 
for planning, some people like 
Angela Heiner arc concerned 
that their property rights are at 
stake. Heiner has lived in her 
trailer for 12 years and has been 
planning to build her own log 
home for 11. She lives behind her 
parents, who have been there 
more than 40 years. 

Heiner has grown to love the 10 
rural acres she and her family call 
home. She recognizes that she 
could sell her property at a higher 
value-ascommerdalratherthan— 
farm property in the event of a 
sale, but the thouglit of selling is 
far removed from her niind. 


“The land is family,” she said. 
Heiner has requested the city 
exclude her property from the 
proposed industrial zoning, 

Glen Larson, who owns some 
agricultumi ao^eage in both the pro- 
posed industrial and the residential 
zones, said he may wont to sell his 
land with an industrial price tag 
somewhere down the road. 

He said on one hand, he’s con- 
cerned about Uie quality of life, 
but on the other hand, he wants 
“the most flexibility” that can be 
allowed. At the same time, he 
said he doesn’t see any “radical” 
development coming ^ong in the 
near future. 


'Designating the entire river- 
side north of Highway 30 indus- 
trial makes sense to some neigh- 
bors because the westerly winds 
rarely carry industry odors into 
people’s backyards. But including ' 
the area south of Highway 30 in 
that industrial package causes 
some concern for residents like 
Heiner, who says the city will be 
burdened with the odors if mdi^ 
try locates there. , ’ 

Others say the odor issue k 
something the city has had to 
deal with before. 

“We used to have a lot wors^” 
Turner said, referring to a pack- 
ing company located on the river 


City-officials-anticipate-the — -years-ago.— The-odor from-the- 


Urban Renewal District will 
entice industries into the area by 
alleviating the cost of developing 
the infrastructure. The Urban 
Renewal District, as well as its 
revenue allocation area, cuts 
through the impact zone. So taxes 
assessed on any new develop- 
ment within the allocation area, 
which lies north of Highway 30, 
will contribute to such projects as 
a new sewage treatment plant 
and roads for the entire district. 

Whether or not other farmers 
' will steadfastly ding to their land 
remains to be scch. But Burley’s 
impact zones are based on the 
■ belief that in a few- decades land 
usage will change and many peo- 
ple believe planning for future 
commerce and industry must 
begin now. 

“In my, personal opinion; we 
have got to take'a stance for 
growth in this community. Ag is 
changing,” said Turner, who is 
also president of the Idaho 
Farmers Union. 

Turner said he dosed his feed- 
lot as the city encroached 
because he knew such an opera- 


packing company made its way 
into the commercial district. 

Drawing her water at 27 fe^t 
through porous soil, Heiner sqid 
she’s concerned that industries 
would run the risk of contaminat- 
ing the drinking water. ; 

But there is no hard and fast
